Even in these days of monetary 
astronomy that seems an enor- 
mous figure, for on the basis of 
a Chinese population of appro- 
ximately half a million, it 
amounts to nothing leas than a 
donation to every Chinese man, 
woman and ehild in the Colony 
of 38 per head per month. How 
long it is possible to wo oon at 
this rate must be a matter very 
much in the minds of the Mae- 
cutive, Tt represents social ser- 
vice financing on a seale that 
obviously cannot be maintained 
indefinitely, Only the complex 
circumstances of the moment 
could possibly justify it. For 
that reason, we should feel far 
happier about looking at the 
spectacle in a sort of dazed ad- 
miration if there were more 
assurance that) Government's 
extreme generosity was pot be- 
ing seriously abused, Four 
million dollars a month in order 
that the poor may eat can be 
contemplated with relative 
equanimity, Tf, on the other 
hand, any appreciable propor- 
tion of that formidable total is 
belng diverted into the pockets 
of black matket operators, it is 
a matter demanding strictest 
investigation and speedy — re- 
medy. The evidence appears to 
be overwhelming. Good rice, 
for some reason or other, can- 
not be ‘obtained from the offi- 
ciul rice retailers. What they 
have to offer is uniformly of 
poor ¢rade. The question, 
therefore, revolves on a simple 
enough point, Is the rice in the 
possession of Government's 
-agents. oll. of the same poor 
quality? If it is, there is ttle 
more tg be said. The good 
quality black market rice that 
sells freely ut 60 cents a catty 
—against the ,law—is  smug- 
xled in to meet un understand- 
able demanu, Such an explana- 
tion. however, appears alto- 
wether too easy. Somewhere, 
there's a nigger in the wood- 
pile, one that urgently wants 
digxing out. Since, practically, 
it would be disastrous to call an 
end to the subsidy at this junc- 
ture, the more necessary it iy 
to ensure that we get full value 
for it.

In addition, fairly 
accbrale and completo plans and 
nominal rolls have beon obtained 
of graves at Stanley, Bowen Rond 
Hospital and Argyle Strect. 

2. South East Asia Command 
han been urgently requested to 
send to Hong Kong as s00n as 

ossible oa Gravee Registration 

nit. On arrival this unit. will 
begin a systematic search of the 
whole area, They will ondeavour 
to identify nll graves found, take 
photographs, erect temporary 
crosses and os far as possible 
make a complete list of the graves 
of all Allfed Services, men and 
women, who were Kilied in the 
battle or died subsequently. 

When this unit has dono every- 
thing possible,.a decision’ will be 
made regarding the future of 
these graves and in all probability 
it will be decided that a suitndte 
site or sites will bd purchased, and 
central War Cemetries formed, on 
is being done in all countries 
where the Allies have fought in 
this war, This work {s carried 
out by a Graves Concentration Unit 
in conjunction with tho Imperial 
War Graves Commission who are 
ultimately reaponsible for the up- 
keep of these cemctrics. 

‘It should be realised that al- 
though there have been less-casual- 
ties in this war than'tho last, the 
work of these units has been made 
for harder by the fact that the 
fighting hos taken place over a 
much more widespread area, ind 
at considerable speed with the con- 
sequent diMiculty of finding und 
marking graves. This was par- 
ticularly. emphasised in Burma 
where the fighting took place’ in . 
very thick jungle during the Mon- 
soona over vast areas. Search 
parties are still out there now 
looking for the gravea of men who 
were killed gver two years ogo. 

In the meantime, as much in- 
formation regarding war graves 
as possible should be sent to this 
H.Q. which will speed up tho 
work of the Graves Registration 
Unit on their arrival in the
